dex is kept amonęſt men, by the Power and Force of the Law; and 
that ioq reaſenabl ble thing, unto which the Law only ſerveth; and ſo 
the Law is merciful, juſt and equitable in every point, fotaſmuch as 
the Infticution of it tendeth to the preſervatiof! and weit-being of 
Men; for that which. is ordained and inſtituted for the preſeryation 
of Man, is merciful-rowards him, ir ſtandeth as an outward Defence 
to bis Life, Liberty and Eſtate: For the Law would not that any man 
ſhouldſuffer wrong, and the refote it ſneweth Mercy to the grieved, 
by doing Juſtice and Right, and that is properly the nature of Law; 
foraſmuch as it is unreaſonable in ſuch as do the wrong, and tea- 
ſonable to right ſuch as are wronged : And Reaſon being the Mother 
of Law, irftrengthenghtbe Law to operate upon all unreaſonable 
things, a the yy 1s — which it is to: take notice of, and.chere- 
by the end of the Law is anſwered in Metcy, Juſtice and Equity, 
which is agrecable to its nature.” And the caſe may be put thus fot 
more cleatneſs; What would there be to puniſh according 50 Lam, if 
all men lived obecly,and righteouſſy ? if nothing (48 cer-.

then it mult of neceſſity follow, that when any Act is inſtituted, that 

maketh peaceable, ſober, and righteous People the object of its power. 
and force, That cannot properly be called La, fotaſmuch as it 

dotk not unite with the Foundation and Body of the Law ; far it is 
not a reaſonable thing, that peaceable, ſober and righteous People 
ſtiould be diſinherĩted, or exiled, or any other way deſtroyed or pu- 
niſhed, there is neither Mercy, Juſtice, or Equity in it, which are 
the only qualifications that the Law is ſetled upon: Therefore it is 
fully coneluded, that the peaceable, ſober, and righteous People, cal 
led Quabers, ars under the protection of the Law in every point, 
foraſmüch as they neither -wiong nor injure any man, which: draws. 
the Mercy, Juſtice and Equity of the Law over them; and ſo what- 

ſoever Act is, or may be made againſt that People, or however it lieth:

of all People; and therefpre by the Law they are to be defended _ 
from: injury and wrong, and not to be diſinberued, exiled, deſtroyed, or 
any ether way pumiſbed, by any Aft wharſoever ; for ac thiy give no juſt 
occaſion for au Alh to be made againſt them, ſo none in Power is to makes 
any Alt to paxiſh them, but to extend the Mercy, Juſtice and Equity of 
the Law towards tbem, who in all things anſwer the Law in their be. 
ly and peaceable life, wherein they walk, in a Godlineſi and bonefly, as 
becometh Chriſtiexity. . Thus in obedience to the Lord God of Heaven 
and Earth, I bave given forth my Teſtimony concerning theſe weigh- 
ty matters, that none may endeavour to promote any thing againſt 
thoſe dearly and welbeloved People of the Moſt High God, who re- 
proachfully, and ſcornefully, .are called Quakers, but in the Power 
of God are truly Chriſtians, with whom I am united in the Bond of 
Peace, and therein reſt, a true Lover of all mankind. 7
